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THE  ARNDALE  SHOPPING  CENTRE

Your  Worship.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

This  year  ! present  to  you  the  ninety-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Borough  of  Jarrow  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  carried  out 
for  the  year  1970.  The  health  statistics  and  related  information  are 
oiven  in  full  detail  throughout  the  report,  but  I should  like  to  draw 
your  attention  to  certain  features. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  the  population 
of  the  Borough  at  mid-June  1970  was  29.240  compared  with 
29,370  for  the  previous  year.  This  shows  a reduction  of  130,  the 
first  since  1965  as  Table  I on  page  9 of  the  report  indicates. 

The  birth  rate  increased  from  17.5  to  18.4,  although  the 
standardised  birth  rate,  which  corrects  for  the  age  and  sex 
structure  of  the  population,  was  19.0  (18.0  in  1969)  which  is 
higher  that  the  rate  of  16.0  for  England  and  Wales  (16.3  in  1969). 
The  illegitimacy'  rate  ("  of  live  births)  has  risen  over  the  last  five 
years  from  5.4.  6 7,  5.0,  7.9  to  8.4  in  1970. 

The  death  rate  decreased  from  12.9  to  12.3.  compared  with  a 
small  increase  from  12.1  to  12.9  in  1969.  Haopily  no  maternal  death 
has  occurred  since  1960.  Deaths  from  lung  cancer  increased  from 
25  in  1969  to  30  in  1970  having  ranged  from  15  to  17  from  1964-67, 
increasing  to  36  in  1968.  Cigarette  smoking  particularly  has  been 
indicted  as  an  important  preventable  cause  as  well  as  promoting 
coronary  heart  disease  which  caused  65  deaths  in  1970  com- 
pared with  70  deaths  in  1969.  and  54  in  1968.  For  this  reason  an 
Anti-Smoking  Campaign  was  held  in  October  and  is  outlined  on 
page  29. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (relating  to  only  9 deaths),  which 
fell  from  22.6  in  1968  to  21.4  in  1969.  fell  again  to  16.7  in  1970. 
Reference  to  Table  II  on  page  10  shows  the  great  and  progressive 
reduction  in  infant  deaths  which  before  the  turn  of  the  century 
showed  a rate  of  179  per  1,000  live  births  (which  then  was  over 
101,-  times  higher) . The  still  birth  rate  which  fell  from  18.5  to  17.2  in 
1969,  fell  again  to  13  0 in  1970. 


Danesfield  Maternity  Home  continues  to  provide  excellent 
service  with  716  accepted  cases  (805  in  1969)  and  582  deliveries 
(625  in  1969).  Of  these  only  154  were  from  Jarrow  compared  with 
162  the  previous  year.  Criteria  for  admission  are  social  and  family 
reasons  or  poor  home  conditions.  The  rate  of  admissions  from 
Jarrow  falls  each  year  as  home  and  housing  conditions  continue 
to  improve. 

In  preparing  this  report,  which  begins  a new  decade,  efforts 
have  been  made  to  make  it  more  informative,  interesting,  com- 
prehensive and  readable.  Parts  have  been  amplified,  altered  or 
added  and  new  tables  introduced,  and  comparative  yearly  totals 
prov'ded,  which  has  significantly  increased  the  size  of  the  report. 

The  Statistical  tables  on  vaccination  and  immunisation  have 
been  re-cast,  and  a new  table  shows  annual  notifications  of 
infectious  Diseases  from  1960,  inclusive  of  Tuberculosis,  which 
indicates  the  falling  incidence  generally.  The  report  on  Infectious 
Diseases  has  been  made  fuller. 

The  heading  of  Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and  After  Care'  on 
page  28  covering  a variety  of  subjects  had  now  been  introduced. 
These  include  Health  Education  which  was  mainiy  concerned  with 
an  ‘Anti-Smoking’  Campaign,  and  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  as 
matters  on  which  new  action  was  taken. 

It  is  appropriate  to  mention  here  the  harmonious  relationship 
enjoyed  with  the  family  doctors  and  the  liaison  and  co-operation 
wuich  exists  between  statf  in  various  bodies  dealing  with  social 
and  socio-medical  work  The  Problem  Family  Case  Conference, 
referred  to  on  page  31,  met  guarterly  and  helped  to  reinforce  this 
liaison  and  co-operation  referred  to.  A monthly  luncheon  organised 
by  the  Reverend  J.  F.  Martineau  and  a discussion  which  follows, 
sometimes  after  an  address  by  an  invited  speaker,  also  plays  no 
small  part  I feel,  in  engendering  this  desirable  working  relation- 
shin  between  medical,  nursing  and  social  workers,  which  the 
Problem  Family  Case  Conference  guarterly  meeting,  helped  to 
maintain. 

This  is  the  first  Annual  Report  which  I have  the  honour  to 
present  to  you  for  my  first  year’s  term  of  office  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  which  began  on  the  23rd  of  February,  and  I should  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  al!  members  of  the  Council,  all 
the  Officers  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff,  also 
my  area  Cierk  and  other  members  of  staff,  for  their  kind  help  and 
assistance  in  my  work.

(2)  PHYSICAL.  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
(a)  Descriotion  of  the  area 

The  Borough  of  Jarrow  roughly  rectangular  in  shape  is 
bounded  to  the  North  by  the  River  Tyne  on  a two  mile  front.  To  the 
east  and  west  its  boundaries  are  contiguous  with  those  of  South 
Shields  County  Borough  and  Hebburn  Urban  District  respectively 
whilst  the  boundary  between  Jarrow  and  Boldon  Urban  District 
lies  to  the  southern  and  eastern  sides  of  the  Hedworth  housing 
estate. 

Jarrow  forms  part  of  the  Tyneside  conurbation  and  is  part  of 
the  northern  boundary  of  Durham  County.  It  has  direct  links  with 
South  Northumberland  by  means  of  a pedestrian  tunnel  and  the 
vehicular  Tyne  Tunnel,  which  with  new  road  systems,  provides 
excellent  area  communications  which  guickly  link  with  the  A.1  (M) 
and  the  A.1. 

The  industrial  and  commercial  districts  lie  in  the  northern 
guarter  of  the  Borough  north  of  the  Newcastle  to  South  Shields 
railway  line. 

The  cleared  areas  of  the  Town  Centre  have  been  virtually  all 
re-developed,  restoring  population  groups  near  to  the  large  new 
Shopping  Centre.  Various  residential  areas  lying  mainly  to  the 
south  have  re-housed  many  families,  as  slum  clearance  comes 
almost  to  completion.  These  areas  are  inter-sected  by  extensive 
open  spaces  and  valleys  where  some  very  pleasing  landscaping 
and  plantings  of  mature  trees  by  the  Civic  Trust  reveals  the 
environmental  and  recreational  potentialities  which  its  continu- 
ance will  be  able  to  provide. 

Such  progress,  together  with  the  considerable  central  re- 
development achieved  has  greatly  improved  and  already  trans-

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GENERAL  COMMENT 

Durinq  1970  the  closure  of  a local  ship  repair  yard  coupled 
with  other  redundances  contributed  to  a further  deterioration  in 
the  level  of  employment  in  the  area,  with  1,327  fewer  employed 
than  in  1969,  when  a promising  start  was  not  maintained. 

Whilst  in  the  manufacturing  industries  in  1969,  redundances 
contimied  in  electrical  engineering  with  fluctuating  levels  in  ship 
repairing,  there  were  redundancies  in  1970  in  all  the  categories 
2-10  except  for  category  4 (metal  manufacture). 

The  six  new  manufacturinq  categories  (12-17)  do  however 
show  a small  overall  increase  of  110  employed,  being  mostly  men 
in  category  12  and  women  in  category  13.  The  fall  in  demand  seen 
in  1969  became  clearly  evident  in  1970.

HEALTH  VISITING 
Section  24 

Three  Health  Visitors  served  the  Borough,  but  figures  separ- 
ate from  those  for  the  County  as  a whole,  are  not  available  for  the 
visits  carried  out  which  cover  all  aspects  of  the  work  of  the 
County  Health  Services. 

In  their  important  function  in  spreading  health  knowledge 
they  are  assisted  by  the  Health  Education  Officer  and  his  staff  in 
planning  regular  topics  and  providing  demonstration  material  and 
aids.  Their  work  increases  in  schools,  child  welfare  clinics  and 
patients’  homes.  Talks  are  given  to  a variety  of  groups  as  well  as 
advice  to  persons. 

The  Health  Visitors  also  work  closely  with  chest  physicians, 
visiting  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  their  own  homes  whilst  contacts 
are  advised  about  care  in  the  spread  of  the  infection.  They  also 
carry  out  Heat  testing  of  school  infants,  following  up  positive 
cases.  Visits  are  made  to  the  aged  as  needed,  and  they  assist  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  support  for  the  mentally  subnormal  and 
their  families.

Nursing  Equipment 

Issues  of  material  from  stores  of  appliances  provided  by 
Durham  County  Council  are  made  on  the  recommendation  of  a 
doctor,  health  visitor,  district  nurse  or  medical  social  worker. 
Issued  items  of  equipment  includes  over  90  different  types.  These 
are  on  free  loan. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  (Spring  and  Autumn  School  Terms) 

Apart  from  routine  vaccinations  carried  out  by  chest  physic- 
ians at  the  chest  clinics,  tuberculin  testing  and  vaccinations  of  all 
school  children  aoed  11  years  and  older,  is  arranged  for  and 
carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  During  the  year,  9.3% 
were  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive  throughout  the  County  and 
the  statistics  relating  are  given  under  the  section  Vaccination  and 
Immunisation  on  page  26. 

Cervical  Cytology  Screening  Service 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  in  Argyle  Street,  Hebburn,  for  the  surrounding  area, 
which  includes  Jarrow.  Appointments  may  be  made  on  application 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  at  County  Hall,  Durham.  Sessions 
are  held  from  7-9  p.m.  on  Thursdays,  as  bookings  justify.  Five 
year  repeat  tests  were  initiated  late  in  1970.  Attendances  at  the 
clinic  totalled  101  in  1970  and  129  in  1969,  and  these  continue 
aaain  to  be  disappointing  throughout  the  County,  considering  the 
importance  of  this  prophylactic  service. 

Hea  th  Education 

The  importance  of  health  education  in  persuading  and  help- 
ing people  to  achieve  and  enjoy  positive  health,  and  to  prevent 
and  avoid  illness  and  accidents,  is  becoming  much  more  widely 
realised.  This  subject  when  properly  planned  and  carried  out, 
is  now  beqinning  to  receive  something  of  the  fuller  attention  which 
its  importance  deserves  and  which  has  taken  so  many  years  to 
beqin  to  be  imolemented  bv  effective  actions.  Governmental, 
educahona1  and  manv  varied  bodies  and  employers,  can  play  their 
increasing  part  to  add  to  and  facilitate  the  growing  efforts  of 
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medical  and  other  personnel,  who,  in  their  daily  work  can  give  a 
positive  comment  and  advice  at  the  personal  level. 

Since  no  special  emphasis  has  been  given  in  the  past  to 
Health  Education  in  Jarrow,  beyond  the  advice  given  by  staff  in 
the  exercise  of  their  duties,  and  the  issues  of  publicity  material 
received  for  display  and  distribution  from  the  Health  Department, 
County  Hall,  Durham,  it  was  felt  that  a beginning  should  be  made. 

Anti-Smoking  Campaign  held  in  October 

As  tobacco  smoking,  especially  of  cigarettes,  has  become 
the  largest  cause  of  preventable  illness  and  can  significantly  re- 
duce the  life  span  by  a matter  of  years,  an  ‘Anti-smoking’ campaign 
was  drawn  up.  With  Committee  approval  this  was  planned  as  far  as 
possible  with  the  considerable  assistance  of  the  Health  Education 
staff  at  the  Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Durham  to  cover  the 
United  District  of  Jarrow,  Hebburn,  Felling  and  Boldon  compris- 
ing a population  of  116  000,  so  as  to  enhance  the  impact  value  by 
operating  for  a week  in  each  area  during  October. 

The  Campaign  was  given  some  publicity  and  the  response  of 
the  public  to  attend  a Five-Day  Plan'  anti-smoking  course,  was 
met  by  the  following  arrangements: 

Adults 

( 1 ) The  course  was  held  daily  in  one  week  from  12.30  - 2 p.m. 
in  the  large  industrial  factory  of  A.  Reyrolle  and  Co.  Ltd., 
at  Hebburn,  for  which  51  employees  enrolled  with  47 
completing  the  course.  It  was  learnt  that  some  attenders 
had  passed  the  method  of  prevention  taught  on  to  others 
who  had  also  been  able  to  stop  smoking:  and  in  one 
case.  25  workmen,  impressed  by  the  success  of  one  of 
their  colleagues  on  the  course,  all  stopped  smoking  when 
he  explained  the  routine  which  he  had  been  taught.  This 
was  the  only  factory  where  there  was  a sufficient  res- 
ponse to  justify  such  a course. 

(2)  An  evemng  course  was  held  in  another  week  at  the  Civic 
Hall.  Jarrow  for  the  45  adults  throughout  the  United 
District  who  wished  to  attend,  of  whom  33  maintained 
their  interest  throughout. 

It  was  judged  from  a final  meeting  of  course  members 
held  two  weeks  later  that  the  results  were  an  unqualified 
success,  and  of  80  questionnaires  issued,  40  returned 
indicated  that  31  persons  had  been  able  to  give  up 
smoking. 
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Children 

Arrangements  to  cater  for  school  children  were  as  follows: 

(1)  An  hourly  mid-morning  showing  of  cine  films  and  a 
‘Smoking  Susie'  model  was  planned  to  cover  five  junior 
schools  for  a week  in  each  local  authority  area.  These 
were  clearly  much  enjoyed  and  appeared  to  be  very 
effective. 

(2)  Only  13  schools  could  be  visited  instead  of  20  as  planned, 
as  2 schools  were  closed  in  Hebburn  owing  to  the  strike 
of  local  government  manual  workers  which  unfortunately 
also  closed  the  schools  for  a week  in  Jarrow. 

As  a result  of  considerable  experience  gained  and  results 
achieved,  the  County  Medical  Officer  prepared  to 
arrange  for  similar  campaigns  to  be  periodically  carried 
out  throughout  the  County  Administrative  Area. 

Prevention  of  Home  Accidents 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a co-opted  member  of  the 
Northumberland  and  Durham  area  Home  Safety  Council  which 
ODerates  under  the  aegis  of  Ro.S.P.A.  and  meets  quarterly  at 
different  venues  in  both  counties. 

Prevention  of  Drowning  Accidents 

The  area  of  Jarrow  was  reviewed  just  before  the  long  summer 
holidays  began,  but  no  obvious  risk  was  observed  where  land 
surface  water  could  be  a hazard,  particularly  to  young  children. 

Firework  Hazards 

A long  report  to  the  Health  Committee  based  on  accident 
fiaures  from  five  hosoitals  in  the  area  (which  reported  a marked 
fall  in  the  number  of  firework  casualties  treated  compared  with  the 
previous  year)  caused  concern  to  be  expressed  that  fireworks 
(and  matches)  were  still  being  sold  to  very  young  children,  and 
children  under  the  permitted  apparent  age  of  13  years.  Happily 
there  were  fewer  accidents  from  fireworks  and  bonfires  which 
seemed  no  fewer  than  in  1969.  This  ‘5th’  was  considered  to  have 
been  fairly  quiet. 

Leaflets  giving  advice  on  the  storage  and  sale  of  fireworks 
were  issued  bv  the  Department  to  retail  shopkeepers,  as  requested 
by  the  Home  Office. 
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Admissions  of  Aged  Persons  to  Hospital 

I was  able  to  effect  the  urgent  admissions  to  hospital  in  a 
number  of  instances,  of  cases  brought  to  my  notice  or  of  others 
which  I was  able  to  expedite  and  doing  so  in  full  liaison  with  the 
family  doctors.  The  future  admission  of  less  urgent  cases  was  dis- 
cussed on  guite  a few  occasions  with  the  hospital  staff  who  in 
some  instances  paid  a home  visit  in  conseguence. 

Problem  Family  Case  Conferences 

Quarterly  meetings  continued  to  be  arranged  by  County  Hall, 
Durham  during  1970  at  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acted 
as  Chairman.  These  meetings  enabled  discussion  in  depth  on  con- 
tinuing problem  cases,  or  exceptional  ones,  between  social 
workers,  health  visitors,  representatives  from  the  police  and 
probation  services,  the  N.S.P.C.C.  and  Child  Care,  and  the 
Domestic  Help  department.

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Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
Prevalence  and  Control  of  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases 


Introduction 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  1970  was 
326  compared  with  70  during  the  previous  year,  and  391  in  1968. 
The  increase  was  very  largely  due  to  measles.  Respiratory  tuber- 
culosis showed  a slight  increase.  Whooping  Cough  and  Infective 
Jaundice  showed  a combined  fall  of  16  cases.  Only  four  diseases, 
as  above  mentioned  were  notified  in  1970. 

In  preparing  this  part  of  the  report  it  was  seen  fit  to  recast  the 
presentation  of  tables  under  Vaccination  and  Immunisation' 
which  appear  on  pages  25  and  26  so  that  the  information  was 
clearly  presented,  and  to  add  a new  table  to  end  this  section  giving 
all  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  since  1960  inclusive  of 
tuberculosis  and  deaths  resulting  from  it.  to  allow  comparisons. 

Influenza 

'n  1970.  57  members  of  staff  were  given  anti-influenza  injec- 
tions compared  with  46  in  1969. 

Measles 

The  typical  and  usual  bi-annual  pattern  of  incidence  was  very 
evident  as  313  cases  were  notified  compared  with  only  4 in  1969. 
Most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  middle  of  the  year  with  a peak 
in  June,  the  rest  of  the  year  being  fairly  clear. 

Meas'es  vaccinations  continued  in  our  schools.  Of  1,141 
children  who  were  eligible,  900  had  already  had  measles;  only  209 
were  vaccinated  as  24  were  absent  and  8 were  not  done  for 
medical  reasons.  Only  118  were  vaccinated  in  1969. 

Whooping  Cough 

Only  8 cases  of  this  disease,  which  occurred  in  February  and 
April,  were  notified  in  1970  compared  with  25  in  1969 

COMMENT 

in  view  of  the  need  to  widely  immunize  young  children  against 
measles  and  whooping  cough,  both  of  which  diseases  can  cause 
serious  complications  and  after-effects,  I am  glad  to  report  that 
althounh  118  children  were  vaccinated  against  the  former  disease 
in  1969,  209  were  vaccinated  in  1970;  and  that  220  received  com- 
pleted primary  courses  against  whooping  cough  in  1969  com- 
pared with  334  in  1970. 
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It  must  also  be  mentioned  that  there  were  462  completed 
primary  courses  for  diphtheria  and  465  for  tetanus  in  1970,  and 
321  and  319  re-inforcing  doses  given  respectively,  which  latter 
were  somewhat  fewer  in  1970  than  in  1969.  Primary  vaccinations 
for  smallpox  were  207  and  208  for  these  years  respectively. 

Dysentery 

No  cases  of  dysentery  were  reported  in  the  year.  There  were 
7 in  1969. 

Food  Poisoning 

Whilst  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  incidents  of  food 
poisoning  were  reported  during  the  year,  and  have  been  fortun- 
ately infrequent  in  the  past  ten  years,  nevertheless  it  must  be 
emphasized  that  not  enough  care  can  be  taken  in  the  handling  of 
pre-cooked  foods,  and  high  standards  of  hygiene  can  only  be 
achieved  by  constant  care  and  vigilance. 

Infective  Jaundice 

Only  5 cases  of  jaundice  were  reported  during  the  year,  com- 
pared with  18  in  1969  and  24  in  1968.  As  this  infectious  disease  is 
more  common  among  school  children,  notification  aids  the  control 
which  helps  to  prevent  its  spread.  (See  Table  on  page  45). 

Rubella 

Vaccinations  were  given  in  schools  to  276  girls  at  age  13  in 
1970. 

Scarlet  Fever 

No  cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  There  were  2 repor- 
ted in  1969.  The  last  one  reported  before  then  was  in  1965. 

Poliomyelitis 

One  is  glad  to  find  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified  during 
the  year,  nor  since  1962.  Even  though  there  may  have  been  no 
known  infections  in  the  population  there  should  be  no  doubt  as  to 
the  value  of  immunization.  Although  122  children  were  given  oral 
immunization  and  344  were  given  booster  doses,  one  hopes  that 
the  rising  trend  to  acceptance  which  is  seen,  will  continue. 

Case  of  Toxoplasmosis  (Non-notifiable) 

It  is  of  interest  to  record  that  a special  report  was  requested 
by,  and  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  at  its  December  meet- 
ing concerning  this  parasitic  protozoal  condition  which  is  very 
uncommon  to  find  in  a newly  born  child,  and  which  was  diagnosed 
from  post-mortem  findings  after  its  admission  to  hospital  where  it 
died,  having  become  progressively  ill  soon  after  its  birth.  It  was 
presumptive  that  the  mother  was  the  cause  of  the  infection. 
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Tuberculosis 

The  character  and  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  been 
changing  over  the  years  and  still  is,  but  the  extent  of  this  disease 
in  the  past  is  now  reduced  to  the  odd  cases  occurring  or  small 
outbreaks  which  are  localized:  and  the  death  rate  (per  1,000 
persons  living)  which  was  0.04  for  England  and  Wales  in  1966,  has 
now  been  halved. 

The  introduction  of  B.C.G.  vaccine  and  acceptance  of 
immunization,  now  exerts  a very  important  part  in  the  continuing 
prevention  and  control  of  this  disease  and  it  is  hoped  that  increas- 
ing numbers  of  parents  will  allow  their  children  to  be  given  this 
protection. 

Amongst  the  many  children  skin  tested  at  schools  throughout 
the  County  in  1970,  1.44  were  found  to  be  tuberculin  positive. 
These  are  then  referred  to  a chest  physician  for  further  investiga- 
tion. 

THE  MOBILE  X-RAY  UNIT,  stationed  in  Monkton  Road  every 
Thursday  helps  greatly  in  screening.  It  is  operated  from  1.30  p.m. 
to  4.30  p.m.,  and  5.30  p.m.  to  7 p.m.  Of  2.451  attending,  132  were 
referred  and  4 notified  as  cases. 

There  were  15  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  notified  in 
1970  (compared  with  12  in  1969)  and  4 of  these  were  picked  up  by 
the  Mass  X-ray  Unit.  Cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  on  the 
register  increased  from  152  in  1969  to  162  in  1970,  with  3 cases 
being  removed  from  the  register  together  with  1 non-respiratory 
case. 

Notifications  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  totalled  5 
compared  with  1 in  1969,  and  4 in  1968. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  incidence  of  new  cases  and 
deaths  from  tuberculosis  over  the  last  20  years.  New  cases  are 
almost  four  times  less  whilst  deaths  are  10  times  less.

With  the  lull  in  slum  clearance  inspections  a housing  survey 
was  begun  and  an  interim  report  submitted,  lack  of  staff  prevent- 
ing the  survey  covering  the  whole  Borough  before  submission  of  a 
complete  report.

Smoke  Control  Area  to  room  heaters  went  ahead  but  was  not 
completed. 

Miss  E.  Knowles  took  up  her  appointment  as  clerk  on  5th 
January  and  I am  obliged  to  her  and  all  the  staff  for  their  assistance 
during  the  year.
